EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 

SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552 

(b) (1) (A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or 
foreign policy and (B) are in fact properly classified pursuant to such Executive order; 

(b) (2) related solely to the internal personnel rules and practices of an agency; 

(b) (3) specifically exempted from disclosure by statute (other than section 552b of this title), provided that such statute (A) requires that 

the matters be withheld from the public In such a manner as to leave no discretion on the issue, or (B) establishes particular criteria for 
withholding or refers to particular types of matters to be withheld;

(D) could reasonably be expected to disclose the identity of a confidential source, including a State, local, or foreign agency or authority 
or any private institution which furnished information on a confidential basis, and, in the case of record or information compiled by 
a criminal law enforcement authority in the course of a criminal investigation, or by an agency conducting a lawful national security 
intelligence investigation, information furnished by a confidential source, (E) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforce- 
ment investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure 
could reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or (F) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical 
safety of any individual; 

(b) (8) contained in or related to examination, operating, or condition reports prepared by, on behalf of, or for the use of an agency responsible 
for the regulation or supervision of financial institutions; or 

(b) (9) geological and geophysical information and data, including maps, concerning wells.

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"Oio* long menfcetship in tte XSI^ out participation in its work, and our respect, 
for its members, require that we explain this wioh , of course, has been 
taken only after .long and painful reflection* 

•'We are and Intend to remain democratic socialists* Our motive in leaving the 
ISL is a oOTViction that it has ceased to be useful for advancing the cause of 
democratic sooialian or for providing a lively center in which its problans can 
be discussed* 

>»The chronic crisis in which the ISL finds itself is due, primarily> of course, 
to the hortile atmosphere in which we live, the general break-down of world 
sooia.1i.3m* It is possible that the decline of all the small groups of the 
no n * tStalinist left indicates simply that there is no longer any place or 
need for such groiqjs* But these facts do not quite explain the inner collapse 
of the ISL, its loss of vitality and lntelleotT»l resilience* Ttie 'inielleotual 
incompetence of the ISL seems to us primarily responsible for its muob^ooted 
; organiaational crisis*^ 

BThe one major role the ISL could have played in the p^t period <- that of a 
center for free socialist discussion - it has rejected* lie organisation has 
always been characterized by a political split personality! between its ties 
with the heritage of Trotsk^sm and its healthy fumblings towai*d a new view 
of American socialism, betvreen its need for ^orthodoxy* and its need for 
reassessment* It has repeatedly struck out toward new ideas and then retreated 
to familiar formulas, sometimes sinply in order *to keep the group together* • 

At one time, in the early 19l;0*5, it seemed as if it had not only abandoned 
the errors of Trotsky on the Russian question but also the now largely 
irrelevant tradition and tone of American Trotskyism* But in tt© past few 
years there has been a hardening of ideological arteries# The shell of 
isolation has begun to seen almost comfortable, and what was once felt to 
be the tragedy of sect life has now covertly become glorified in the 
psyoholoQT of the ^saving remnant*# 

"Mai5c*s definition of a sect applies to the ISL of today with embarrassing 
aootiraoyt *The sect finds its reason for existence in its point of honon 
it does not look for it in what it has in cotanon with the lalior movement, 
but in some particular sign which sets it off from this movement** The 
Ideaological baggage, the pretentious organizational structure and the aura 
of moralistic self- justification have now become its *polnt of honor** ^

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"That the ISL is a sect need not^ in itself ^ have been fatal^ at the present 
movement no socialist grotp in America can be anything biit a sect* Ti/hat is^ 
fatal is that the bad habits and outlooks of sect life have been accepted ivith 
increasing pride* Labor Action speahs in tones that are strident, dogmatic 
and often lifeless; ii ze^^cts the desperate intransigenance of its contributors 
rather than aiqr effort to think about the present world in terms that have some 
relation to people outside the sect* The International* which should have 
been the focus for a serious study of both MarodLsm in crisis and of current 
intellectual and political life, is dead* Neglected by the ISL leadership, 
seldom containing an article that is more than a ritualistic rehearsal of 
familiar platitvdes* Its influence in American intellectual life is nill; its 
value is hardly greater* At a time when the 'major need is for serious study - 
for the writing of books, for self-education, for the reestimation of accepted 
doctrines - there is only the steady stream of flat ^propaganda* which is 
equally boring to the handful who read it and the handful who write it* 
*Dle«hardisn*, particularly as reflected in the editorial policy and tone of 
Labor Act^n* has become the dominant force in the 3S3^ Its press consists 
of a monologue devoted to ferocious self-convincing* ^ 



•’ll is the condition of the ISL, even more than the disagreements we have with 
it, which prbnpta our resignation* Each time during the past years that a 
step had been taken by its political and theoretical spokesman to develop a 
more realistic and relevant position - on the Marshall Plan, the Korean Tfar> 
the Biritish Labor Government, the role of labor in the democratic primaries, 
the problem of the naticaial elections, etc* - the same dreaiy pattern has 
resulted* The ISL ohairaian advances a necessary modification or change of 
program; the *die*4Brds*, primed by intellectual furstration to seek factional 
struggles, pounce on this latest *deviationt; and the ISL ^^laimah, to keep 
peace in his house, retreats behind a smokescreen of diplomacy and maneuver# 
Things are *fixed up* while the intellectu^ muddle thickens steadily* The 
moat important and depressing example of this occurred recently when the ISL 
I ]i i.iii iiUm mil iite an articile on the war question which, in effect, involved a 
Sharpe change of position* Then, under pressure from the *Die— hards*, he 
maneuevered his way into a cloud of ambiguity* This is an atmosphere 
the very opposite of frank controversy and open disagreement* It makes all 
ideas inpossible because none are taken seriotialy and as a result there is no 
clear uiKlerstanding of which ideas are held and which rejected^ The political 
condition of the ISL is at present little more than a state of floating 
anxiety covered up by doctiine regidityj^l^

organlaation of l^Tellness and viabilityj^ we would consider remaining it it to 
persuade, or attempt to persuade, its members to our point of view* As it is,

•Tfe are ojgjosed to war^^ and urge resistance to those vrho accept or desire a 
Third TiTorld War* Vife believe in the need to cooperate with whatever forces resist 
this tendency while also resisting the advance," of Sta?.-inism, But, as 
democratic sooilists, our place is in the Western V/'crid, the democratic world, 
no matter how sharp our criticisms of its bourgeois leadership* The struggle 
between Stalinism and the West is not merely a struggle for the ' Imperialist 
division of the world, but also, and in terms of consequences, more fundamentally 
a struggle between two ways of living; between democracy, however marred, and 
the most bestial totalitarianism ever known j Consequently? we do not believe' 
socialists can retire to some isle of rectitude more or less equidistant from 
both sides; we must be the socialist wing of the west which propounds the idea 
that the defeat of ^alinism can best be achieved through political means, but 
recognizes simultaneously that the survival of democracy as we know it is 
indispensible for socialism, for the working class, for humanity, Vife retain 
every right to criticize the bourgeois leadership for its policy vis-^vis 
Stalinism, but we do so from a frank recognition that we are alligned with the 
West in its struggle against the Stalinist world* We do not accept the notion 
thajb the struggle of the West is merely for the retention of capitallstio 
power; it is one in which the people of the world are vitally involved, in which 
the whole heritate of civilization is at stake. That this should be so shows ^ 
how desperate our political situation is, but the truth must be reeognized*^^^ 

•^e have not tried here to elaborate ova* description of the ISL or argue in 
behalf of our position on the war question* Tfe have merely sketched 
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conclusions in the hope that the ioembers of the JSLg agree or not^ ‘nlll 
recognize the premises and evidences from which they SollaaJ^ 5' 


’'VTe believe that the major task of socialism today is to engage in sustajUfbd 
intellectual activityj^ mainly with the end of reorientating and educating 
themselves* Were this possible in a sect atmosphere^ we would have remained 
in the I5L despite our differences of opinion* As it is^ we must face the 
necessi-fy of doing what we can as individual socialists, left to our cwn 
resources and responsibilities* We are eager to discuss with all who face 
the same problems we do, but we do not believe that at the present moment 
there is any useful for hard-ancWast tparties* or 'fleagaBB*»j^^ 


«We regard the 15L as a socialist tendency, among others, with which wa 
presently disagree^ Toward it we feel no hostility* If there will be a 
coming togetlier of American socialists in the next few years, we hope 
that the ISL, or elements of it, will play a part. In the meantime, we 
are ready to maintain those friendly relations which should always ea^t 
among democratic socialists of all persuasion, as well as vdmitever mutually 
acceptable collaboration may seem desirable* But we cannot, in honesty, 
believe that our future membership can have ary value*

without discussing a single question with the responsible bodies of the d 

organization? The membership ought to knew that in a sem e the res^ 
came as a s\uprise to the League* It was never a secret that HOWE 
had * differences*, entertained * opposing views ^ or disagreed with t^ 
on this, that or another question 
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*In the case of HOWE^ it was know*!’ that he had 'raisglTlngs' on the nnti-war 
position of the ISL and that he bad Mefensist' leanings. But what was 
never known to the 'ISL, and what EOWis could never moke clear was a coherent 
and explicit declaration of his views, new or old, so that we could understand 
and discuss them with him* His doubts about zrarxisn (to the extent that he 
knew and understood it) were expressed, to be sure, in other Journals; he ha-d 
'feelings* about the movement in general, its theories end programs, and its 
histozy* But they were never based on solid knowledge. Indirectly, and 
sometimes directly, the organization tried to assist and correct HOVE in 
his more heady and rldjiculous flights in the world of theory, history, and 
politics, That it didn't do enough of this, maybe true, but her also, it

True, not all 
of the comrades satisfied with the manner of this defense, the errors of 

ommlsion and the somovhat primitive understanding of Harxism in America, But 
the fact that EO^.fE made this defense seemed satisfying to most. He has spoken 
a great fo r the SYL in recent months and more or less reflected the general 
views of the ISL, His present step, therefore, does come as a slight surprise 
to those who interpreted the above actions as indications that was being 

drawn closer to the movement, or rather, driven closer to it by the stupidities 
of its critics. But HOWE' 8 political instability is not a new thing and his 
present action is an expression of it, not in contradiction to

Stalinism is through atomic world 
suicide. 

"The accent of 'Dissent' will be 
radical. Its tradition will be the 
tradition of Democratic Socialism. 

We will try to reassert the libertarian 
values of the Socialist ideal, and at 
the same time, to discuss freely and 
honestly what in the Socialist tradition 
remains alive and what needs to be dis- 
carded or modified. 

"Dissent is not and does not propose to 
become a political party or group. On 
the contrary, its existence is based on 
the awareness that in America today 
there is no significant Socialist move- 
ment and that, in all likelihood, no 
such movement will appear in the immediate 
future. The Editors and supporters of 
Dissent are independent radicals bound 
together by common values and ideas, as 
well as to discuss freely their differences 
and problems . "

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The above issue of "Dissent" further 
contained the following statement : 

"Dissent will attempt to : 

"Provide fresh and lively critical 
opinion on the issues of the day. 

"Bring together Intellectual senti- 
ment against the blight of conformism; 

"Defend democratic, humanist and 
radical values. 

"Attack all forms of totalitarianism, 
whether fascist or stalinist. 

"Engage in frank and friendly 
dialogue with liberal opinion. 

"Publish studies of American 
cultural life. 

"Encourage scholarly contributions in 
political and social thought. 

"Discuss and re-evaluate socialist 
doctrines . 

"Dissent will not have any editorial 
position or statements. Each writer 
will speak for himself. Our magazine 
will be open to a wide arc of opinion, 
excluding only stalinists and totali- 
tarian fellow travellers on the one 
hand and those former radicals who have 
signed their peace with society as it 
is, on the other. We shall welcome any 
expression of lively and competent 
thought or scholarly contributions 
touching upon our area of interest, «ven 
if these dissent from Dissent."

The May 4, 19^2, issue of "Labor Action, " 
then an official publication of the Workers 
Party (WP), carried an article which reflected 
that' the WP was fOT?trfed In April, 1940; as" a^^"^ " 

result of a split within the leadership of the 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP). The article 
stated that when the Hltler-Stalln Pact was 
signed and Poland Invaded, the minority group 
within the SWP, In proclaiming the fomatlon 
of the WP, condemned the pact as being Imperi- 
alistic In nature and stated it would not 
support either Imperialist camp. 

The April 25, 1949, Issue of "Labor 
Action" contained an account of the Fifth 
National Convention of the WP, held March 24- 
27, 1949 , In New York City, which reflected 
the change of name of the organization from 
the WP to the Independent Socialist League (ISL) 

In order to emphasize the character of the group 
as a propaganda group for the spreading of 
socialist Ideas and not as a fullfledged political 
party . 

The July l4, 1958, Issue of "Labor Action", 
an official publication of the ISL, contained an 
article captioned, "The ISL Program in Brief." 

The article Indicated: "The ISL stands for 
socialist democracy and against the two systems 
of exploitation which now divide the world: 
capitalism and Stalinism. The ISL, as a Marxist 
movement, looks to the working class and Its 
ever-present struggle as the basic progressive 
force In society. The ISL is organized to spread 
the ideas of socialism In the labor movement and 
among all other sections of the people. There 
can be no lasting and genuine democracy without 
socialism and there can be no socialism without 
democracy. " 



The September 22, 1958, issue of 
"Labor Action" contained an undated state- 
ment signed by the Political Committee of 
the ISL which indicated that the ISL had 
been dissolved. The statement urged former 
ISL members to Join the Socialist Party- 
Social Democratic Federation.
